After reviewing the options on where to build the new Crime Lab, Anchorage was chosen over Kenai and 
The Mat-Su Valley for the following reasons: 

• APD is by far the largest user at 72% and even if such usage rate continued, a move to Kenai 
would drive up their expense in shipping evidence and slow their respons i veness to the citizens 
they serve. 

• The staff currently working at the Crime Lab would have to uproot themselves and their families 
and that may cause some to re-think employment with DPS; a consideration as the crime Lab is 

currently understaffed. 

• Many Troopers transport their prisoners into Anchorage and hand carry evidence to the Crime Lab 
now, to move the Lab out of Anchorage would further tie up that traveling Trooper to other 
communities, like Palmer or Kenai, before he or she can return to their assigned post. 

• Finally, the cost for the land In Anchorage is the same price as it would be in Kenai, no cost. (As 
per conversation with MOA Heritage Land Bank Manager with Deputy Commissioner Glass.)

Mine permit team can, does say 'no 1

DNR, OHMP, ADEC, COE, KE PA, EIS, ROD and TEK, ARD, ML, NPDES, MZ, Air Q and Water Q. 

When members of the LMPT that ' s the Large Mine Permitting Team spoke last Tuesday on how 
large mines get permitted in Alaska, acronyms fell like snow sliding off a steep metal 
roof during a mid-winter Chinook. 

Or, as Victor Ross of the U.S. Army Cor'ps of Engineers said about halfway through the 
three-hour talk, "If you haven't had enough acronyms, if you haven't had enough discussion 
of words and letters you" re going to get more," he said. 

About 25 people attended the Jan. 22 presentation, many of them wearing "No Pebble» 
buttons "The Process for Permitting Mine Projects in Alaska" is a talk given by state and 
federal officials on how large mines like the Red Dog Mine, the Pogo Mine and the proposed 
Pebble Project proceed from exploration to production and beyond. The Large Mine Project 
Team spoke about the permitting process last year in Pairbanks and Anchorage and will give 
its presentation this year in DilHngham, King Salmon and Bethel . 

«Alaskans need to understand the complexities of the mine permitting process," Alaska 
Department of Natural Resources Commissioner Tom Irwin said in announcing the workshops. 
»It is not simply a matter of DNR saying yes or no, but rather the coordinated involvement 
of many state and federal agencies to process dozens of separate permit applications . " 



That 's a point the presenters kept emphasizing. 



"There is no one DNR permit," said Ed Fogels, division director of DNR Office of Project 
Management and Permitting in Anchorage. "There are many, many permits." 
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To dramatize the scale of the permits, Fogels showed a slide of the permit application 
package for the Pogo Gold Mine near Delta Junction a amali library of about 20 4-inch- 
thick books. 



The Large Mine Permitting Team made up of representatives from DNR, the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game, the Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers begins working with 
mining companiea before a mine is developed, 

Although on its Web site Pebble officials say the project ia in the "pre-permitting" stage 
of development, the Large Mine Permitting Team ia already working with Northern Dynasty 
and Anglo American now known as the Pebble Partnership in the exploration and 
environmental asseasment stage of the project, what it calls the pre-scoping and schedule 
phaae . 

«The team is involved, " Fogels said. "We've been for years at Pebble, and it hasn't even 
approved permitting." 

The pebble Partnership has been getting state permits for exploration work, said Sean 
Magee, director of public affairs with the Pebble Partnership, and the Large Mine 
Permitting Team has visited the project site to check on permit compliance. 

"We do have a relationship with them,» Magee aaid. "Certainly we share with the Large Mine 
Permitting Team and its members our environmental study plans every year, so they're aware 
of the work we do." 

What Pebble hasn't done yet is start the long, involved process of getting the more than 
60 local, state and federal permits needed to dig minerals out of the ground and send them 
to market. That can mean everything from road permits to wastewater disposal permits. 

"Our job is to make sure all these permits are marching along in coordinated fashion, " 
Fogels said. 

«The focus is to synchronize it (the process), 11 he added. "It's a more efficient way to do 
it. It's easier on the applicant, it's easier on the agencies, it's easier on the 
public." 

One criticism of the permitting procesa is that mining companies are never told " n °-" 
That 's not true, Fogels said. The Large Mine Permitting Team denies permits all the time 
but it also gives companies a chance to correct problems with permits . Sometimes, a 
company can 't produce a mining plan that satisfies agencies, as with the A- J Mine m 
Juneau, where miners wanted to dispose of tailings by dumping them underwater and 
of f shore. 

"we worked with them quite a while until the no's killed the project," Fogels said. 
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The permitting process alao goes beyond the development phase of the project into mining 
reclamation. The Large Mine Permitting Team makes sure reclamation and closing the mine is 
done properly. Large mines have to put up some sort of financial assurance that money has 
been set aside for reclamation and long-term monitoring, said Tom Crafford, DNR mining 
coordinator. A mine like Red Dog, for example, haa put up $155 million in financial 
assurance. 



"When you evaluate a proposal for a mine, you evaluate it for its closure, " Pogels noted. 



At a question-and-answer period at the end, a lot of questions turned to Pebble. On the 
status of the Pebble Partnership's permit application, Fogels said he keeps hearing that 
applications will be coming within one to two years. 



"We've heard that for five years," he said. "We keep expecting them." 

Magee said the Pebble Partnership would apply for permits by 2009 at the earliest. 

Officials also were asked if they had enough staf f or funding to monitor the permit 
process and mines once permitted. Fogels noted that the state of Alaska bills mining 
companies for its permitting work. That ' s not the case with the federal government. 
Funding for Corps of Engineers or E PA work comes out of its national budget. 

"Are we adequately funded? No, " Ross of the Corps of Engineers said. "I would love to have 
more money to go out into the field." 

One limitation of the Large Mine permitting Team is that while it gets its authority from 
Alaska statutes, the actual process isn't encoded in a single regulation. 

"It's not prescribed anywhere, " Fogels said. 

The Large Mine Permitting Team has a Web site detailing the process, including a paper and 
the slides from the presentation, available at www.dnr.state.ak.us/mining/largemine. Links 
to mining projects like Pebble show the status of those mine ' s permit applications.

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Jim Rearden embodles all that is great about Alaska, and for me, that means 
he embodles what is best about America. A true original, he has not only told some 
of the best stories about our state and its people, he has played an important role in 
making Alaska what It is. 

Alaska's first Inhabltants called this place "The Great Land", and today more 
than ever this state provldes a stunning expression of the grandeur that the natural 
world has to offer. The state was founded, almost flfty years ago, by people who, 
I i ke Jim, loved the mountains, the rivers, the flora and the fauna of this remarkable 
place wlth a deep devotlon and had a commitment to responslble stewardship of our 
fish and wildlife. 

This sense of stewardship has always gulded Alaska's fish and game 
management.
